Four Hundreds, have in them 200 Places of Note, and contain above 100 

Miles of Rivers, Brooks, &c. brought nearer their proper Heads or Springs, 

more than in any Maps before his Time; and are the moſt neatly per- 

form'd, and (perhaps) the beſt of their Kind: Yet are there man 

Omitlions and Errors, when compar'd with the hiſtorical Part; as we 

by falſe Diſtances in reſpe& of computed or metſur'd Miles, as by wrong 

Situations of Places mapp'd on the contrary Sides of Rivers. 

Bor it we conſider moſt of our County Maps are only Tranſcripts. 
from Caxton, Saxton, or Nordens, made before 1576, we cannot expect 
any Truth from thoſe of Cambdey, Speed, Morden, or Blaen, F'anſor, 
Viſher, Sanſon, &c, For the Method thoſe Perſons took was very erro-

even thoſe Surveyors who meaſure E 


. They moſtly depended on the Magnetical Needle, when they 


knew little of its Variation, which wou'd place their Bearings 11 Degrees 
and an half (Eaſt) from a true Poſition : And tho' (perhaps) they ſome- 
times took Angles from each End of a meaſur'd Lire to ſeveral Places; 
yet from ſhort Baſes of a Triangle, the Points of Interſection cou'd b 


no means be tely'd on, for the true Poſition or Diſtance: For a ſmall 
Error in the Angle, to which they were conſtantly liable, wou'd cauſe 


reat ones in the Lines; as is = Oberg known to Geometricians, and 
es of a ſmall Extent. 
I x the Draughts of Rivers, 8c. it's obvious, they only aim'd to pro- 


ject them by or between Towns and Places, as by View or Information 


they cou'd beſt gueſs. . 
T. 1s too well known, what great Ruin fell on many Places of Anti- 


-quity, Caſtles, Seats, &c. in our unhappy Civil Wars, ſince 1640; what 
Changes of Families there are, Owners of Seats, Manors, c. which 
render the old Maps uſeleſs in that reſpect. 


T x E Undertaker, on theſe Conſiderations, deſirous of a compleat 
Map of his Native County, drew Propoſals in O&ob. 1711, for an entire 
New Survey: of the whole County; ſince which Time he has not only 
been maturely thinking of a Method, how this. might be exactly done; 
but has ſome time paſt begun the Survey, and made Collections of what 


might be uſeful thereto : And takes to his Athſtance, ſuch Artiſts as are 
ſufficiently qualified in Geometry, and the Uſe of Inftruments fitting that 


Purpoſe. 


tween all the Towns of Note thro the County, in Statute Miles; which 
with Angles taken will be-prov'd by Trigonometry. From theſe Lines, he 
will not only take Two Angles to each intermediate Place, but Perpen- 
diculars to them, and from other Lines, the ſame and backward Obſer- 
vations, That Two Angles and Sides (at leaſt ) of each Triangle may be known, 
to confirm the finding a Third ; and where the Country allows Plain-Tabular 
Lines, ſubject to no Errors in Projection: So that the exact Concurrence of Two 
or Three of theſe ＋ will be a certain Demonſtration in Mat he maticks. The 
true Bearings of all ſuch Lines ſhall be adjuſted in an Aſtronomical Me- 
thod, by the Sun's Aximuth, Amplitude, &c. and by the true Place of the 
North Pole, to which (by Night) Inſtruments or Sights ſhall be ſet, for the 
ſucceeding Obſervations : And have no Dependance on the Needle, ſub- 
ject to many Irregularities, beſides» its being impracticable ſometimes. 


The Reads will be projected in the manner of Ogilby's, which might 


have been more uſeful to. Travellers, had they not proved ſo erroneous, 
irreconcileable to Truth aud one auother.. In which the computed 
Miles will be figur'd between Places; and the Rivers by actual Surveys, 
and Diſtances from ſuch Places whoſe Poſitions are adiufted. 

Tris MAP will contain in Two Sheets of Large Paper, (beſides 
the Arms and Index Villaris ) about 43 Inches deep, — 30 broad; laid 
down by a Scale of one Geometrical or Statute Mile in an Inch, which will 
render the Diſtances eaſy to be meaſured by our common Foot-Rules, 8

Owner of each Caſtle, Seat, &c. or by the Name, his Arms and Seat in the 
Map. The true Longitude and Latitude, the Index Villaris for finding 
Towns; and to avoid Confuſion or crouding the Map, intelligible Characters 
ſhewing the Antiquity as well as preſent State. |
